NY Ethics Board 
Admonishes East 
Hampton Town Judge 
for Helping Political 
Candidate

New York State oversight agency admonished 

a judge who presides over East Hampton Town 
Court and Sag Harbor Village Court for helping a po- 
litical candidate, which violates judicial ethics. 

The New York State Commission on Judicial Con- 
duct admonished Justice Lisa Rana on March 18 for 
engaging in inappropriate political activity by edit- 
ing letters to the editor authored by David Gruber, 
who tried to unseat East Hampton Town Supervisor 
Peter Van Scoyoc in 2019. 

Rana “admitted that she participated in pro- 
hibited political activity and prohibited campaign 
activity when she edited candidate Gruber’s draft 
submissions,” the commission wrote. “Even political 
activity that is anonymous violates the rules. [Rana] 
also violated the ethical rules when she provided 
strategic political advice to candidate Gruber.” 

Rana, a Republican, was advising Gruber, a Dem- 
ocrat running on the Independence and Libertarian 
lines against the Democratic incumbent. The East 
Hampton Star, which received some of the letters 
along with The Independent, first reported on the 
issue when an editor noticed that the judge’s name 
was in the “track changes” editing function on files 
submitted to the newspapers. 

“The letter that was sent to the Indy and Star did 
have the tracking turned off, yes?” Rana wrote to Gr- 
uber. “Otherwise, they will see my name attached to 
the corrections?? That would be very bad ... indeed.” 

Gruber denied sending files showing Rana edited 
his letters. But when a reporter questioned her about 
it at the time, Rana admitted editing the letters and 
denied that she violated the rules. She later acknowl- 
edged to the commission that she knew providing 
political advice to a candidate was wrong. 

Rana, an attorney for 28 years who grew up in 
East Hampton, has been a town justice since 2004 
and village justice since 2011. Her terms for both 
posts expire in 2023. 

“She did not edit any political opinion essays and 
letters to the editor for any other political candidate 
and will not do so in the future,” the commission 
wrote. “Prohibited political activity is not rendered- 
permissible by being conducted anonymously. While 
judges are permitted to engage in political activity 
on behalf of their own campaigns for judicial office, 
the ethical rules strictly prohibit a judge’s direct and 
indirect engagement in political activity...” 

The commission concluded, “We trust that re- 
spondent has learned from this experience and in 
the future will act in strict accordance with her ob- 
ligation to abide by all the rules governing judicial 
conduct.” 


NY Withholding Location Data on 
Emerging COVID-19 Strains

he UK and South African strains of the coro- 

navirus have been confirmed on Long Island, 
but New York State and local health officials are 
refusing to specify where beyond which county — 
a lack of disclosure that some find troubling. 

The Suffolk County Department of Health Ser- 
vices has for years publicly disclosed the town of 
residence for patients diagnosed with novel infec- 
tious diseases — oftentimes West Nile Virus cases 
— but despite repeated requests to apply the same 
policy to the new COVID-19 strains, agency repre- 
sentatives refuse to disclose such information. 

“We cannot release further details due to patient 
privacy,” said Jill Montag, a spokesperson for the 
state Department of Health. “In instances where 
the number of cases is small, patient confidential- 
ity prohibits the department from disclosing this 
information.” 

There were 154 confirmed cases of the UK strain 
statewide, including 12 in Suffolk, as of February 
23, the last date the state released data on the 
variant, when a second case of the South African 
variant was confirmed in Nassau County. 

“We are referring questions about more specific 
hometowns within Suffolk to the state,” Grace 
Kelly-McGovern, public relations director for the 
Suffolk County Department of Health Services 
said when asked for the towns of the 12 patients 
in that county. 

By citing patient privacy, the state is effectively 
invoking the federal Health Insurance Portabil- 
ity and Accountability Act of 1996 (HIPAA), 
which is meant to keep medical information 
from being shared without consent. But critics 
say HIPAA doesn’t apply if the patient’s identity

isn’t disclosed. 

“HIPAA only applies to personal information, 
not general data,” said Dr. David Belk, an internist 
from California. “Providing public data showing 
20,000 people in Smith County is not a HIPAA 
violation. As long as the medical information pro- 
vided cannot be traced back to any particular per- 
son, making it public is not a HIPAA violation.” 

_ Good government advocates also cried foul. 

“I don’t see a HIPAA issue with releasing COVID 
numbers by town and agree that such information 
should be provided,” said Paul Wolf, president of 
the New York Coalition For Open Government. — 

Studies have shown the rick of death to be 67% 
higher for UK variant patients, but the vaccine has 
proven effective against the strain. 

Part of the reason the agencies refuse to release 
which town the patients with the emerging strains 
live in is that they may be everywhere. 

Kelly-McGovern said, “We believe that the UK 
strain is circulating throughout Suffolk County.”

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Westhampton Beach 
Explores Eminent 
Domain to Advance 


SEWERS ARE COMING TO WESTHAMPTON BEACH

he Village of Westhampton Beach may condemn por- 

tions of Main Street properties needed to advance 
long-sought construction of the community’s $17 million 
sewer system project. 

The village board approved a measure authorizing the 
potential use of eminent domain proceedings to acquire 
easements from property owners that have been reluctant 
to sign agreements that would allow Westhampton Beach 
contractors to run sewer lines through the properties. 

“There’s three property owners that weren't able to 
voluntarily sign the easement agreement,” Mayor Ma- 
ria Moore told the board on March 4. “We may have 
to start a condemnation proceeding, but that remains 
to be seen. Just in case, we need to have a resolution 
in place.” 

The project was launched in 2017 with the goal of con- 
necting the downtown commercial district and two con- 
_ dominiums to the system to reduce groundwater pollution 

from septic systems seeping in surrounding waterways. 
Wastewater will instead be pumped to Suffolk County 
Sewer District 24’s treatment plant at Frances S. Gabreski 
Airport, which serves the airport, the Air National Guard 
base and companies in the Hampton Business District. 

Of 13 easements needed to advance the project, nine 
property owners voluntarily signed agreements. One 
building is in foreclosure and the receiver appointed. to 
handle the proceeding was expected to sign the agree- 
ment, Moore said. Another later signed the agreement, an 
attorney for the village said. The two holdouts are Patio 
Building Condominium Corporation and Rolling Pin Inc. 

“Due to the layout of the area and the location of the 
... properties, there are no other possible alternative lo- 
cations for placement of underground sewer lines ... and 
manholes,” the village resolution stated. No representa- 
tives of the holdouts spoke at a November public hearing 
on the issue. 

The village hired the Riverhead-based law firm of Es- 
seks, Hefter, Angel, Di Talio & Pasca LLP to handle the 
condemnation proceedings. Construction had been ex- 
pected to start at the end of this year, but attorneys rep- 
resenting the village say the court proceedings are not 
expected to derail that goal.

NY’s Performing Arts Venues Increase 


Capacity to 33%

N ew York’s performing arts venue spaces 
are increasing the number of people who 
can attend events. 

Gov. Andrew Cuomo announced that start- 
ing April 2, performing arts and entertainment 
venues can be open at 33 percent capacity. With 
this increase, venues can host up to 100 people 
indoors or up to 200 people outdoors. 

“New York’s beloved arts and entertainment 
venues have been hard hit by the public health 
guidance we've implemented to slow the spread 
of COVID-19, and after a long and difficult pe- 
riod, I am glad to see them reopen their doors 
to New Yorkers,” Cuomo said. “Attendees will 
need to follow strict guidance to keep them- 
selves and others safe, but they'll now be able to 
watch world-class performances and take part 
in our state’s thriving arts and culture scene 
once again. 

“I encourage New Yorkers to get tested be- 
fore attending events and to use Excelsior Pass 
to show venues that they’ve been vaccinated or 
tested before entering performance spaces,” he 
added. 

If all attendees present proof of completed 
vaccination or recent negative COVID-19 test re- 
sults, capacity at the venue could increase up to 


150 people indoors or up to 500 people outdoors. 
Social distancing, face coverings or masks, and 
other health protocols will be required by all at- 
tendees. 

On February 20, the governor announced the 
start of NY PopsUp, which featured a series of 
pop-up performances that aimed to revitalize 
the spirits of New Yorkers with the energy of live 
performances and will jumpstart the state’s live 
entertainment industry. Throughout the course 
of the festival, NY PopsUp will grow not only in 
scale, but also in the volume of performances. 

On March 26, Cuomo announced the launch 
of theExcelsior Pass, a free app that stores nega- 
tive Covid-19 tests and proof of vaccination that 
aims to help reopen businesses and event ven- 
ues quicker in accordance with the New York 
State Department of Health guidelines. 

Businesses and venues can opt in to using 
the pass and New Yorkers can choose to use the 
Excelsior Pass to verify their COVID-19 vacci- 
nation or negative test results as needed to gain 
entry to major stadiums and arenas, wedding 
receptions, or catered and other events above 
the social gathering limit. Several major ven- 
ues, including Madison Square Garden in New 
York City, have already opted in to using the 
pass.

bout 650 people 

.live in the hamlet 
of Wainscott. Some of 
these people have passed 
around a petition. They 
want to incorporate and make 
the hamlet a village. The reason they 
want to do this is widely known and 
involves underground electric power- 
lines. But this reason is not important 
to this story. 

This story is about how elusive 
Wainscott has proven to be. It is like 
a bluefish you just pulled out of the 
water. It squirms around this way and 
that, trying to get loose. It wants to get 
away. Hard to imagine that a hamlet 
could be compared to a fish. 

The thing is, for a hamlet to become 


a village it has to follow certain pro-— 


cedures. Those wishing to make it so 
must fill out forms and submit them 
to the town within which it lies to get 
permission to have the hamleteers 
vote yay or nay. Accompanying it has 
to be a map showing the metes and 
bounds of the borders of that place. 
And that’s where the squirming comes 
in. 

In December 2020, the lawyers for 
Wainscott submitted the map and the 
attendant papers to the Town of East 
Hampton to get such permission. Part 
of the map, on the eastern side, was a 
good-sized chunk of the neighboring 
Village of Sagaponack. 

Sagaponackers are mostly gentle 
and kind, but declaring a piece of that 
village a part of Wainscott was a dec- 
laration of war. 

The lawyers had also gotten overen- 
thusiastic with mapping out the east- 


ern side of Wainscott. They decided . 


to include the 60-acre Ron Perelman 
estate on Georgica Pond. Everybody 
knows that the estate is in East Hamp- 
ton. The property has been in East 


Hampton since 1648. Perelman 
certainly would not approve of 
the takeover. And he’s got the 
bucks to prevent it. You can’t 
just willy nilly say it’s in Wain- 

scott. 

People who read history are 
familiar with Herr Hitler’s demands 

in the 1930s to expand Germany’s bor- 

ders into the countries immediately 
surrounding it. He grasped Austria. 

He wanted pieces of Russia. None of 

that flew either, although it took seven 

years and a lot of big military battles. 

Obviously, East Hampton Town Su- 
pervisor Peter Van Scoyoc would have 
to reject the Wainscott application. In- 
stead, he sent it back to the petitioners 
with notes. 

A few weeks later, a second ap- 
plication, revised somewhat, was 
humbly presented to the town by the 
lawyers for Wainscott. The lawyers 
had squeezed Wainscott down some. 
The new map showed them backing 
off seizing the land in Sagaponack. 


The deep woods to the north didn’t go © 


up quite as far. And they had set Ron 
Perelman’s estate free. 

But as a result of this, many Wain- 
scotteers who were formerly living in- 
side the expanded hamlet were tossed 
out in the cold, abandoned by the very 
hamlet they hoped to be part of. Sacre 
Bleu! 

Some said there was a solution to 
this. A mass migration of these cast- 
out people could be organized. Carry- 
ing their belongings and furniture the 
few hundred yards, they could get back 
inside the newly revised village line. If 
the United States could handle those. 
crossing the Rio Grande from Mexico, 
surely the people of Wainscott could 
shelter the arriving refugees now in 
a foreign land home. It would be the 
right thing to do. 

Much to everyone’s surprise, how- 
ever, East Hampton Town Supervisor 
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Van Scoyoc rejected this more modest 
request for permission to vote. Down 
went the Van Scoyac gavel. Thus, the 
second request for the now-shriveled- 
up and revised Village of Wainscott 
was tossed out the window. ~ 

Where does it go from here? 


The lawyers for the incorporation - 


effort were outraged at this decision. 
They described the rejection as manu- 
factured and incomprehensible. One 
of them vowed they would file a third 
petition, a fourth petition and even a 
fifth petition, if necessary. Lawsuits 
were in the cards. Appeals to higher 
courts were in the cards. 

“We will fight them,” one lawyer 
said, or that’s what I think he said; I 
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have the notes. 

It paraphrased British Prime Min- 
ister Sir Winston Churchill’s World 
War II speech: “We will fight them 
on the seas and oceans, we shall fight © 
with growing confidence and growing 
strength in the air; we shall defend ~ 
Wainscott, whatever the cost may be; 
we shall fight on the beaches, we shall 
fight on the landing grounds, we shall 
fight in the fields and the streets, we 
shall fight in the hills; we shall never 
surrender. ; 

And in the end, even if all of Wain- 
scott slips away to just 1 square foot of 
land upon which only a single lawyer 
and perhaps his assistant could stand, 
they shall prevail.

East End Towns, Villages to Decide on Legal Weed Sales Opt Out 


NEW YORKERS WILL NO LONGER BE PUNISHED FOR RECREATIONAL USE OF MARIJUANA

F ollowing the recent historic pas- 
sage of a New York State law legal- 
izing the use of recreational marijua- 
na, East End localities are considering 
whether to ban the sale of pot within 
their borders. 

Of the five towns and 10 villages in 
the Hamptons and on the North Fork, 
some wasted no time publicly coming 
out for or against allowing dispensa- 
ries to sell weed to adults older than 
21. Other local government leaders 
were noncommittal, saying they need- 
ed more time to research the issue. 
And with a state-imposed deadline of 
December 31 for local governments 
to decide, there is sure to be plenty 
of debate over the next nine months 
— especially if voters get a chance to 
cast ballots deciding the issue in local 
referenda. 


“While the decision rests with local 
towns and villages, I would support 
giving residents a chance to decide the 
question by referendum,” says State 
Assemblyman Fred Thiele (I-Sag Har- 
bor), who represents the South Fork 
and voted against the law based on 
health and public safety concerns. “A 
permissive referendum on a local law 
to opt out can be put on the ballot by 
the town or village board on its own 
motion, or the public can petition for a 
referendum if the board does not put it 
on the ballot ... I think if a town or vil- 
lage is going to opt out, they should put 
it on the ballot and not make residents 
petition for it.” 

New York became the 15th state 
in the nation to legalize recreational 
marijuana the law was enacted on 
March 31. Regardless of which local 
governments ban pot sales, it will re- 
main legal for individuals to possess 


up to three ounces of weed and grow 
marijuana plants. The state, which 
anticipates $350 million in annual tax 
revenue from weed sales, will set up a 
licensing and regulation process, au- 
tomatically expunge pot convictions, 
and expand access to medical mari- 
juana. 

State Sen. Anthony Palumbo (R- 
New Suffolk), who represents the en- 
tire East End, also voted against legal- 
izing marijuana. 

“This bill will have an adverse im- 
pact on the health of our communities, 
diminish our quality of life here on the 
East End of Long Island and will make 
our roads and highways more danger- 
ous,” Palumbo said in a statement. “I 
am very concerned that people driv- 
ing under the influence of marijuana 
could seriously injure or kill innocent 
drivers and escape penalties if we don’t 
have enough trained drug recognition 


experts on our local police forces. Yet 
unsurprisingly, there was no funding 
provided in this legislation for these 
officers or additional training.” 

Babylon Town Supervisor Rich- 
ard Schaffer, who chairs the Suffolk 
County Town Supervisor Association 
and Suffolk Democratic Committee, 
is calling for all 13 town governments 
on LI to opt out of allowing marijuana 
sales. His counterpart, Nassau County 
Democratic Committee Chairman 
Jay Jacobs, who also leads the state 
chapter of the party, says local officials 
should allow sales. 

Dan’s Papers polled all 15 East End 
municipalities to see where they stand 
on the issue. The one Hamptons offi- 
cial who was most open to the idea of 
allowing sales was Sag Harbor Mayor 
Kathleen Mulcahy. 

“T don’t think we would opt out, but 
I don’t know,” says Mulcahy, noting 
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that she still has to talk to her village 
board, police chief, and debate the 
idea at Sag Harbor’s next meeting on 
April 13. “The East End of Long Island 
is maybe a little bit more pro-cannabis 
than the rest of Suffolk County ... I do 
know that some of us feel that as tour- 
ist towns, we can’t say ‘no’ because 
there are people who will come be- 
cause of it or choose to go to Martha’s 
Vineyard.” 

One up-island village has opined it 
may keep weed stores off Main Street 
and only allow them on side streets, 
“which I don’t think is a bad idea,” the 
mayor adds. 

Several local officials were more 
willing to go on record as leaning to- 
ward banning sales. 

“I have to take a very hard look,” 
says Riverhead Town Supervisor 
Yvette Aguiar. “We don’t want our 
adolescents to have immediate access 
to personal and growth of marijuana. 
I have reservations since, often mari- 
juana is the gateway to drug usage for 
adolescents.” 

Aguiar adds that she agrees with 
Southold Town Supervisor Scott Rus- 


sell, who does not support marijuana 
farms as being classified as agricul- 
tural use locations. Russell did not 
respond to requests for comment. 

“Our sandy soil is not conducive 
to marijuana growth,” Aguiar says. 
“Therefore, we may conceivably see 
very large brick cinder block buildings 
threaten our bucolic views along Riv- 
erhead and the North Fork.” 

West Hampton Dunes Mayor Gary 
Vegliante echoes the opposition. 

“We are not inclined to allow legal- 
ized marijuana sales,” says Vegliante, 
noting that in his case, it’s partly be- 
cause there’s no retail establishments 
in the village, which is mostly residen- 
tial. 

Most town supervisors and village 
mayors reached by Dan’s Papers re- 
fused to take a stance either way. 

“It’s too soon to decide,” says South- 
ampton Town Supervisor Jay Schnei- 
derman. “The board will discuss the 
matter over the next few weeks to de- 
cide if they want to stay in, opt out, or 
put the opt-out question on the ballot 
for the public to decide.” 

East Hampton Town Supervisor Pe- 


ter Van Scoyoc told the April 6 town 
board work session that he agrees 
with decriminalization of marijuana 
possession, but had yet to discuss with 
the board whether they would enact a 
ban. He notes that if they enact a ban, 
it could later be reversed. 

“There’s no real urgency that we 
have to act right away,” he said. 
“As far as business opportunities 
and source of revenue think that 
is something I have a lot of ques- 
tions about still ... I’m going to take a 
slow approach.” 

Shelter Island Town Supervisor Jim 
Dougherty says through an aide that 
he has yet to discuss the issue with his 
board, either. 

East Hampton Village Mayor Jerry 
Larsen says his board will discuss the 
issue at its next board meeting in May. 
Westhampton Beach Mayor Maria 
Moore says her board will debate it at 
its next work session in April. North 
Haven Mayor Jeff Sander says the issue 
is unlikely to affect his village “since we 
have no retail stores and are not zoned 
for any.” 

Southampton Village Mayor Jesse 


Warren is doing his due diligence. 

“We do not have any plans yet,” he 
says. “We would like community input 
as this is a community decision. We 
also plan on speaking with the other 
mayors and supervisors on the East 
End as well as ... Thiele.” 

The village mayors of Greenport, 
Dering Harbor, Quogue, and Sagapo- 
nack did not respond to requests for 
comment. 

Pro-pot advocates maintain that lo- 
cal officials should be careful in how 
they deliberate. 

“Lawmakers ... should not approach 
this decision from the standpoint of 
whether or not to allow cannabis into 
their communities,” says Paul Armen- 
tano, deputy director of National Or- 
ganization for the Reform of Marijua- 
na Laws (NORML), an organization 
that has long lobbied for legalization. 
“Cannabis is already in their commu- 
nities. The question is, do you want 
these transactions to be open, trans- 
parent and regulated by state and local 
governments, or do you want them to 
be kept in the shadows and dominated 
by criminal entrepreneurs?”

J ule Pond, an estate in Southampton set on 42 
acres with waterfront on three sides and un- 
obstructed views of the Atlantic Ocean and Mecox 
Bay, has landed a buyer. The last ask: A staggering 
$145 million. 

Bespoke Real Estate, which says it represented 
both the buyer and seller, announced the deal on 
Thursday, touting it as “the highest price achieved 
for a single property in the Hamptons’ history.” E]l- 
len Stern at Julia B. Fee Sotheby’s International Re- 
alty in Rye was the co-listing agent on the property. 

The Jule Pond transaction, once it closes, would 
be the highest paid price for a single property. In 
2014, hedge fund manager Barry Rosenstein paid 
$137 million for contiguous properties on East 
Hampton’s Further Lane, though it was widely re- 
ported he paid $147 million. 

No word yet on who the June Pond buyer is. 

The seller is Brenda Earl, a former partner at the 


equity fund Zweig-Dimenna. The New York Post re- 
ported that she paid approximately $22 million for 
it in 2002. The property first went on the market for 
$175 million in 2017.

he Southampton home, once owned by the late 

award-winning fashion designer and Broadway 
performer Luba Marks and listed for $37 million, 
has found a buyer, in what is one of the biggest deals 
in Southampton so far in 2021. 

The oceanfront home at 1210 Meadow Lane, listed 
with Michaela Keszler and Madeline Hult Elghanay- 
an of Douglas Elliman, is now in contract. 

_ “Tt’s.a true rarity for a special waterfront opportu- 
nity like this one to become available, and it’s a very 
lucky buyer to call this beautiful triple-A location 
home,” Keszler said in response to an email about 
the property going into contract. 

The 3.32-acre property has over 200 feet of beach 
frontage with “unbeatable views” of the ocean and 
bay and “breathtaking sunrises and sunsets,” ac- 
cording to the listing. 

The two-story, three-bedroom, four-and-a-half- 
bath home was built in 1972, and the listing notes 
that there is room for an addition or substantial new 
home. There is also a pool facing the ocean, terraces 
and decks. 

A long walkway goes down to the sandy beach. 

Marks, whose Broadway career included starring 
in The Merry Widow and Annie, Get Your Gun, de- 
signed the home, after many years renting in South- 
ampton. She told The New York Times in 1978 that 
she first came to the East End when she visited the 
United States as a member of Ballet Russe de Monte 
Carlo. 


“We were entertained at an estate in the Hamp- 
tons,” she told The Times. “When we visited the 
dunes, I fell in love with the water. I had nothing to 
compare with it in Paris, where I grew up.” 

Her desire was to build “a house where things 
function without sacrificing beauty or fun, where 
you would feel comfortable in blue jeans or a sequin 
dress,” she said. 

Marks, who also used her married name Begazy 
from her second husband, was also one half of the 


clothing company, Elite Juniors, which she founded 
with her first husband Richard Marks. She was 
known for her design that was a reinterpretation 
of the classic Chanel suit. In fact, early on she em- 
braced and designed women’s pantsuits. 

She died in Southampton on July 5, 2020; at the 
age of 98, according to her obituary, in The South- 
ampton Press. 

Her estate put the home on the market in Novem-

his palatial Remsenburg estate

With 2.7 private waterside acres, 
this Mediterranean-inspired villa has 
everything you could want in a sum- 
mer home—plus, it is closer to Man- 
hattan and without the headache that 
comes with Hamptons traffic further 
east. “I’ve done the math. At $7.995 
million, you simply could not replicate 
this property at this price,” says Aimee 
Martin of Saunders & Associates.

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Bay Street Reveals Plans for New Facility —

F ollowing the October announce- 
ment that Sag Harbor’s Bay Street 
Theater had purchased 22 Long Island 
Avenue for $13.9 million with the in- 
tention of building a newer, larger, 
permanent home, the nonprofit per- 
forming arts organization has released 
the first renderings and details of its 
planned expansion. 

“Bay Street Theater lies at the heart 
of Sag Harbor’s Main Street and wa- 
terfront,” said Tracy Mitchell in a vid- 
eo press conference on April 2. “After 
30 years, Bay Street continues to serve 
not only as the primary year-round 
revenue generator for this idyllic wa- 
terfront community, but it also serves 
over 30 other nonprofits and hundreds 
of artists each year.” 

“But with time and success comes 
growth,” added Artistic Director Scott 
Schwartz. “Bay Street Theater has 
long outgrown our current location.” 
Schwartz said that in the new facil- 
ity, the popular New Works initiative, 
which showcases in-development 


projects by playwrights, will become 
a year-round program. “There’s so 
much we will be able to achieve in this 
new space,” said Schwartz. 

Schwartz added that the new facil- 
ity will have a 299-seat theater, as 
well as dedicated space for the or- 
ganization’s year-round educational 


‘programs for children and adults, a 


center for new work development, 
a shop and scenery storage, special 
events, and professional development 
initiatives. Mitchell explained that the 
theater will be “state of the art,” with 
current theatrical technology. While 
Bay Street is able to do a lot with their 
current space, the new facility will be 
purpose-built, allowing much more 
flexibility and technical wizardry for 
their productions. 

Bay Street Theater has emphasized 
that their focus is on being a resource 
for the community. The property at 
22 Long Island Avenue runs parallel 
with John Steinbeck Waterfront Park. 
Adam Potter, founder of Friends of 
Bay Street, the group that purchased 
the new property, said that they were 


also in talks to purchase 2 Main 
Street, which will allow them to fully 
realize their vision with architectural 
firm Roger Ferris + Partners. “If we 
are successful in this acquisition, our 
intention is to remove the building, ex- 
pand the park and create unbelievable 
views down Main Street.” The theater 
will not use the 2 Main Street land, but 
benefit Sag Harbor and allow the new 
John Steinbeck Waterfront Park to be 
expanded.

“We are very excited to be part of 
this collective endeavor to design a 
new home for this legendary theater 
and to situate it on a site that will be 
transformative for the village of Sag 
Harbor,” said architect Roger Ferris in 
a press release. 

The theater is currently targeting a 
2023 completion date for this massive 
undertaking. In the meantime, Bay 
Street Theater will continue to operate 
on the Long Wharf.

Install a Blower and 

Heat Proof Glass Door

installed will help circulate the heat. 


Troubleshoot and Correct Problems 
For example, white stains in the bricks 

of the chimney can be a sign of too much 
moisture due to leakage, 


Consider Safety Precautions 

Keep combustible carpets or furniture as far 
away from the hearth as possible, make sure 
you’re using the proper tools to clean the 
fireplace, and never leave a fire unattended. 


Hire a Professional Chimney Sweep 
Have a certified chimney sweep inspect it at 
least once a year or more frequently.

D ick Stone is a well of stories. With 
a long history in advertising and 
fine art, there is a lifetime of interest- 
ing tales from this talented artist. This 
week’s cover was originally the cover 
of a famous issue of Jock Magazine, 
and the story behind its creation is just 
as fascinating as its creator. 


What is the story behind this 
famous cover from Jock Maga- 
zine? 

I got a call from Helmut Krone, the 
iconic art director. He said, “I need a 
photo for a cover of Jock Magazine. 
A recreation of marines raising the 
U.S. flag on Okinawa—but instead of 
the marines, it would be the New York 
Mets raising a flag that read ‘New York 
Mets, 1969 Champions.” Great idea! 
So we got a panel truck of photo equip- 
ment, two assistants and a great deal 
of excitement and raced off to Shea 
Stadium. At Shea, we were met by a 
front office guy with his hand up say- 
ing, ‘You can’t come in!’ “Why not?’ I 
asked. The players, being supersti- 
tious, said they wouldn’t do it, that 
they hadn’t won yet. 

So back to the NYC studio with 
Mets uniforms but not Mets! What 
now? So out into the neighborhood we 
went, scoring up as much construc- 
tion site dirt we could steal, hauled it 
to the studio, built a pitcher’s mound, 
hired some models who looked like 
players, dirted them up and shot the 
cover!

How did your “commercial” 
work inform your fine art proj- 
ects and vice versa? 

In my commercial work I was known 
for my lighting techniques. Film needs 
light in order to expose the image. You 
need a lot of it, and you need to know 
how to push it. My fine art projects and 
my art schooling are all based on use 
of light and use of color. 


This is an iconic cover. Talk 
about its legacy and how it 
changed your career and life. 

Frankly, it didn’t really affect my ca- 
reer. At the time, I was a busy photog- 
rapher and continued to be. Helmut 
Krone and I worked together a lot in 
those days. I was definitely busy. I’m 
happy to say Jock gave me a few more 
covers to shoot. The advertising busi- 
ness was really gaining steam with 
creativity and I was just lucky to be 
able to be one part of this great time in 
commercial advertising.

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Kissaki’s Chef Mark 
Garcia Makes Waves 


with Sushi

M ark Garcia was considered an 
outsider when he moved from 
his native Chicago to New York in 2016 
to open his own restaurant. 

But now, Garcia is the driving force 
helping to steer the cuisine and growth 
of upscale omakase sushi restaurant 
Kissaki, which opened in the Hamp- 
tons in June and is set to open its sixth 
location in Manhasset this summer. 

Omakase sushi is a concept that 
requires diners to entrust the ingre- 
dients and presentation of their meal 
fully to the sushi chef; it has been 
compared to an artist creating a mas- 
terpiece. 

Garcia’s start in the restaurant world 
was humble enough. | 

“I was in high school in Chicago, and 
I enrolled in a culinary arts program 
in my sophomore year,” he recalls, 
adding that he got his first job through 
the program. 

A veritable tour of Chicago’s res- 
taurant and hotel kitchen scene fol- 
lowed, with stints at Sushi Samba Rio,

Kaze Sushi, the Waldorf Astoria and 
Momotaro. 

Garcia first learned Italian cuisine 
early in his career and then began his 
ascent into the world of sushi under 
the 10-year tutelage of esteemed mas- 
ter sushi chef Kaze Chan of Sushi San 
in Chicago, who is credited with open- 
ing an array of influential sushi venues 
in Chicago over the past 25 years. 

“T learned sushi from one of the 
masters,” says Garcia. 

Following a successful run at Mo- 
motaro, Garcia moved to New York, 
and in 2016, he and partner Jay Zheng 
opened Gaijin in Astoria. The name 
“Gaijin” literally means out- 
sider in Japanese. 

The venue’s name was 
fitting for Garcia not 
only due to his Mexican 
roots but also because of 
doubts about his success _~ 
compared to other master 
sushi chefs. 

But those doubts quickly 
fell by the wayside as Garcia de- 
veloped a strong following for his in- 
novations. 

In 2019, Garcia met Garry Kanfer, 
his current partner and Kissaki owner. 

“I was very enthusiastic to meet 
Garry because he wanted to build a 
brand and not just open a business,” 
Garcia recalls. 

Initially, Kanfer sought to make Kis- 
saki a high-end establishment in the 
price range of $400, but Garcia said 
it was “too high for the average diner.” 

“I wanted a more accessible price 
range,” Garcia says, noting that at the 
time in New York, there were two very 
different dynamics. 

“There was a $50 quick and easy su- 
shi and then there were the $400-plus 
levels,” Garcia says, explaining that 
the latter felt a bit “stuffy, almost like 
a church.” The two settled on some- 
thing “in the middle” for Kissaki, with 
prices more in the $150 range. 

But with the first Kissaki location 
opening in January 2020, Garcia says 
the pandemic turned things on their 
head.

He recalls that, at first, his spirits 
were somewhat crushed between lock- 
downs and limited crowd capacities, 
especially since things had been going 
so well when they first opened. 

Like many other restaurants, Kis- 
saki, which now has three locations in 
New York City, one in Connecticut and 
one in Water Mill, has had to pivot dur- 
ing the pandemic, which meant offer- 
ing takeout omakase boxes in small, 
medium and large. 

Popular takeout boxes include nigiri 
featuring tuna, salmon, mackerel and 
even red snapper. 

Garcia says that Kissaki is also us- 
ing innovative robots at all locations 
to help expedite the labor-intensive 
process of making sushi and especially 
takeout boxes. “The robots have been 
a great tool for us to use to get ahead,” 
he adds. The tools are commonly used 
in Japan but rarely by city restaurants. 

Specialties Garcia prepares include 
seasonal fish such as tuna and salmon

with banana peppers and chives. 

“Our fish is sourced directly from 
Japanese suppliers,” Garcia says, add- 
ing that Kissaki has relationships with 
farmers and harvesters. 

The menu also features creative 
cocktails such as a kissaki kick or 


’ green lantern as well as signature des- 


serts like dulce de leche or matcha red 
bean chiffon cake. 

Asked about business now, Garcia - 
says it continues to be very “up and 
down.” He adds, “We've struggled as 
all restaurants have.” 

And, even though Garcia says things 
are improving daily at Kissaki, he still 
believes it is a difficult business. 

“Restaurants are tough to work in...’m 
surprised people even still want to open 
them,” he says. “The numbers are tough 
and profit margins are thin. Now with 
the pandemic, things are even worse.”

CHEF HIGHLIGHT: MICHAEL ROZZI, 
THE 1770 HOUSE EXECUTIVE CHEF 

ichael Rozzi joined The 1770 

House Restaurant & Inn as 
executive chef in 2013. The veteran 
Hamptons chef creates New American 
cuisine, or what he calls “Hamptons 
cuisine,” at the iconic Main Street 
landmark in East Hampton. The dual- 
dining concept features a sophisti- 
cated fine dining menu in the candle- 
lit dining room and star-lit seasonal 
garden patio; and pub-style fare in the 
intimate downstairs tavern. 

Rozzi’s cooking philosophy is that 
distinguished cuisine begins with ap- 
preciation and balance of the freshest 
local ingredients, blending exception- 
al flavors and finishing with flawless 
presentation. 

The third-generation East Ender 
connected early on with land and sea. 
As a boy, local customs at the root of 
slow food practice were the norm. 
Rozzi shucked oysters on Shinnecock 
Bay, watched wildlife in the fields of 
Bridgehampton and visited the Halsey 
family’s Milk Pail Country Store in 
Water Mill for bags of local apples and 
jars of cider. His own grandfather lived 
and worked on an East Hampton farm 
where many recall the first pony rides 


in the Hamptons. Raised in a fam- 
ily of great cooks, Rozzi was imbued 
with the tradition of using honest 
ingredients. He dreamed of becom- 
ing an accomplished chef who would 
define “Hamptons cuisine.” Today, 
Rozzi is raising his own family living 
in Hampton Bays with his wife, pastry 
chef Holly Dove-Rozzi, their daughter 
Vivian and son Nathan. 

Since boyhood, Rozzi has never held 
a job outside the kitchen. He likes be- 
ing hands-on in the kitchen and letting 
his food speak for itself in the dining 
room. The culinary arts graduate from 
Johnson & Wales University refers to 
himself as a professional chef. He prides 
himself on a deep understanding of the 
science and technology behind culinary 
technique and is an avid collector of 
cookbooks numbering into the hun- 
dreds. His leadership skills range from. 
cooking nightly with team members 
he has worked with over many years to 
sharing knowledge with visiting culi- 
nary students for weeks at a time. 

After college, he worked at top res- 
taurants in the Hamptons. Most nota- 
bly, he was executive chef at Della Fe- 
mina where he worked for 15 years. In 
2011, when that venerable establish- 
ment closed, he put his hand to private 
chef stints followed by a year 
on the corporate side for The 


Palm Restaurant at the Huntting Inn. 

In 2013, Rozzi joined The 1770 
House because he wanted “to cook 
Hamptons cuisine in the best place on 
Main Street for local people wanting 
the best food in the Hamptons.” 

Today, Rozzi is doing just that. Un- 
der his direction, Open Table named 
The 1770 House one of the 100 Best 
Restaurants in America; and the only 
one of 19 New York establishments out- 
side of Manhattan. Zagat rated it the 
leader in East Hampton and a Top-5 
in the Hamptons. Newsday ranked 
it on as a Top-i0 on Long Island 
for Fine Dining as well as New 
American cuisine.

urney’s Montauk Resort & Seawater Spa has 

welcomed new Executive ‘Chef Robert Ham- 
burg to lead their impressive lineup of restaurant 
and culinary offerings. The resort, which includes 
restaurants like Scarpetta and The Beach Club, of- 
fer several eclectic and enticing menus for guests to 
enjoy, and Hamburg, a lifelong New Yorker and chef 
with more than 30 years of experience, is here to 


_ make it even better. Hamburg talks about his expe- 


rience, his East End favorites and more. 


You’ve worked a lot in the city. What are 
some of the differences you’ve found work- 
ing in Montauk? 

There’s definitely a different energy. Look, good 
cooks are good cooks. I don’t care where they are. 
People who are passionate about this business, peo- 
ple who want to be good at what they do are good 
anywhere. This place—when it’s busy, it’s crazy just 
like the city. Obviously, Montauk’s very seasonal, 
whereas, in the city, it’s kind of seasonal as well. - 
Come to summer, it slows down. 


Gurney’s has a number of different res- 
taurants and different offerings. Talk about 
how you juggle all that. 

I stay on top of it. I’ve done a lot of different style 
foods, which is obviously a big help. It’s just manag- 
ing. Once you find your groove in the kitchen, that 
movement, that daily mood, and your mental inven- 
tory, your eyes are just clicking, clicking, clicking 
and taking information in all the time, and then ina 
very short time, you already have a mental inventory 
about it, where people are supposed to be, where 
product is, what’s going on, who is moving. 

Once you set it up to be somewhat of a clock where 
you know almost what time of day and what product 
is going to go where, who’s going to be where, it’s just 
a matter of just again being in the flow of it. I don’t sit 
behind a desk all day. It’s not my style. 


You come from a long line of butchers. Tell 
us about that. 

Yes, my grandfather was a butcher in Hell’s Kitch- 
en. My father, obviously, was a butcher in Hell's 
Kitchen. When my grandfather decided to move to 
Massapequa, my dad kept the business running for a 
while, and then he opened his own in Yonkers. Then 
basically, the supermarkets took over the business. 
They stopped selling to butchers the split meat. 

You couldn’t buy a half anymore. Everything be- 
came boxed meat. Once everything became boxed 
meat, the supermarkets became very effective at it. 
Christie’s, I think, was one of the first ones to really 
introduce the supermarket in the city. Before then, 
to get your meat, youd go to your butcher, you'd go 
get your fish at your monger. 
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What would you say, as a chef, is your 


‘specialty? 


A specialty just reflects on what you like, right? I 
did a lot of the “East meets West,” back in the day 
with Ming Tsai. I wouldn't say I was personally at 
the forefront of it, but when this country started 


_ adapting to the Asian flavors, I think the Asian fla- 
-vors really lit up. So I like to use a lot of Asian fla- 


vors in American-style food because David Burke’s 
definitely one of my mentors, and I just thought his 
American style, with all the fusion—or influence, I 
would call it, not fusion—I hate the word fusion. I 
really do. With the influences of Asia, he used a lot of 
that. Again, Ming Tsai did the same thing. I went to- 


' wards that, of course, with French influence. There’s 


no way of getting out of that. We were all trained 


French-style cooking back in the ’90s. 


Talk about how you got started (besides 
being from a butcher family). 

I was in college and then I just joined the ACF 
(American Culinary Federation), and I did an ap- 
prentice program. Then, I went to Garden City Hotel 
and I said, “I know how to butcher. I want to learn 
how to cook.” The guy said to me, “Do you know how 
to butcher?” I said, “Yes.” He took me in the butcher 
room, I started butchering the fish, the fish came a 
littlhe—it came natural, but it was a little different 
than the meat. Once he saw me butchering, he hired 
me, and that’s where I started. 


What is your goal at Gurney’s Montauk 
Resort & Seawater Spa? 
Definitely to improve speed. Once you can im-

prove in speed, you can improve in quality, you can 
improve in everything else. I think that’s the goal 
right now is to get things going quicker, smoother, 
and then quickening and then giving a better prod- 
uct. One of my biggest goals right now is to make a 
better lobster roll. 


What does that entail? What are your 
ideas to make it better? 

It’s got to be real, fresh meat. Let’s face it, that’s all 
it really comes down to is getting a really good prod- 
uct, really fresh, and getting it on that table fresh as 
can be. 


What is your ideal lobster roll? 
My ideal one would be a slightly warm one with a 
little lemon. Let the lobster shine through. I love the 


lemon on it. I’m still a little old school, with a touch 
of tarragon, I’ve got to be honest. The mayonnaise is 
just something there. It’s not a salad. 


Do you plan to incorporate a lot of local 
ingredients and produce? 

Absolutely. I’m going to try and get as much 
from the farmers out here during the season as 
I can. Why wouldn't you, right? The corn, all 
the key ingredients, too. I don’t care what 
anybody says, the corn (on the East End) is the best 
in the world. Some of our tomatoes are the best in 
the world, too. I know Jersey is going to fight us on 
that!

t’s almost summer in the Hamp- 

tons, which means rosé season is 
nearly here. In the last several years, 
rosé has become synonymous with the 
East End, and this year, Wolffer Estate 
Vineyard is especially excited about 
their latest pink offerings. 

“First of all, we had this dream vin- 
tage of 2020,” says winemaker Roman 
Roth of the 2020 Summer in a Bottle 
and Estate Rosé. “It was literally a 
dream come true, it was the perfect 
growing season last year, so there was 
some good news in 2020, and just a 
dream. July, August and September 
were amazingly dry. It was almost a 
drought year, which is great for mak- 
ing quality wines, and then, of course, 
comes all the big pressure, the big push 
that we get everything beautifully and 
well-protected into the bottles.” Roth 
and his team are currently finishing 
the bottling process for both wines. 
Once they release them, he says, “it 
starts a wave of excitement, and just 
the spring feeling, the summer feeling 
is here.” 

While the climate has become in- 
creasingly unpredictable, Roth feels 
this year’s vintages benefited from it. 
“It’s cooler out here. That is great for 
the grapes. It dries the dew quicker, so 


there’s less fungus pressure. It dries 
the grapes quicker. We expose the 
grapes by removing the leaves around 
the clusters so that they get the sun. 
The sun hits them quicker, they dry 
quicker, the air hits them better.” 

That Roth is so enthusiastic about 
this year’s vintage. says a lot, consid- 
ering how hard it must have been to 
work under social distancing condi- 
tions during the 
pandemic. “We've 
been very strict, 
we work late, we 
work shifts,” ex- 
plains Roth. “We 
had half our team. 
At harvest times, 
we had the morn- 
ing shifts and then 
the night shifts so 
that there’s not 12 
people running 
around, _ there’s 
only six people 
running around. 
All we do is work, 
so nobody went 
out partying.” 

Wolffer, along 
with the rest of 
the Hamptons and 
North Fork winer- 
ies, have helped 


make a name for Long Island as a bur- 
geoning wine industry, with several, 
including Paumanok and Pindar, tak- 
ing home big awards at the New York 
Wine Classic this year. “New Yorkers 
are very spoiled,” Roth says with a 
chuckle. “They get everything from 
around the world. Everybody wants to 
sell in New York. I think there are over 
2,200 rosés on sale in New York. Qual- 


ity, in the end, is what counts.” 

And quality means consistency. “I 
think, always, most important is con- 
sistency because I said earlier every- 
body can make good wine in a good 
year. We've really been pushing. We're 
really working hard on the consisten- 
cy that every year, we make nice wine. 
I think that’s where, finally, we’ve 
managed to break the ice, to break the 
prejudice. You know how hard it is to 
break prejudice.” —

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Successful Philanthropy: 


Loida Lewis, Philanthropist 
and Widow of Reginald F. Lewis

oida Lewis, chair of the Reginald F. Lewis 
Foundation, is the first Filipino woman 

to pass the New York State Bar without 
attending law school in the United 
States. Co-author of How to Get 
a Green Card, Loida assumed 
leadership of TLC Beatrice In- 
ternational upon the death of 
her husband, Reginald F. Lew- 
is, who purchased Beatrice for 
nearly $1 billion, thus becom- 
ing the first African American 
to create a billion dollar business. 


You were the first Asian 
woman to pass the New York 
State Bar examination to 
practice law in the State of 
New York. Can you tell us 
more about this? 

Before 1974, being a U.S. citizen was a require- 
ment in order to take the bar examinations in the 
United States. But the U.S. Supreme Court decided 
in 1974 that citizenship was not essential to becom- 
ing a lawyer in the United States. At that time, the 
New York State Bar Association considered the 
University of the Philippines College of Law equal 
to an American Law School. As a graduate of UP, I 
was eligible to take the New York State Bar examina- 
tions. In December 1974, I passed the New York Bar 
and became the first Asian woman to practice law in 
both the Philippines and in the United States. I was 
not a U.S. citizen at that time and did not study in 
the USA, so I am the first Asian woman to pass the 
New York bar examinations without having gradu- 
ated from a law school in the USA. 


What is your background, and why did you 
settle in the United States? 

I was born and raised in the Philippines with 
entrepreneurial parents. Although my father was 
orphaned when he was 12, he lived with a wealthy 
uncle who had several businesses. Instead of finish- 
ing law school at the University of the Philippines, 
he started a lumber business which became Nicfur 
Furniture Company. My mother ran her pharmacy

and pawn shop. Papa also had three movie houses, 
bowling alleys and a sand and gravel construction 
company. When I graduated from St. Theresa’s Col- 
lege, he encouraged me to go to law school at the 

university where he failed to finish law. Af- 
ter I passed the Philippine Bar examina- 
tions and was sworn in as a lawyer, he 
sent me on a trip around the world 


_in New York to wait for my sister 
Imelda (Mely) to finish her Mas- 
ters of Arts degree at Columbia 
University. While in New York, I 
met Reginald F. Lewis on a blind 

date. We were married eight months 

later in Manila. He was a graduate of 
Harvard Law School and was a prac- 
ticing lawyer in New York. 


Tell us about your late hus- 
band, Reginald F. Lewis, who 
ran Beatrice Foods. 

My husband Reginald F. Lewis’ s ambition was to 
acquire a business, make it profitable and then sell 
it or bring it public. Although he had a successful 
law firm called Lewis & Clarkson, he tried to buy a 
business three times but failed. Always tenacious 


when he set his mind on a goal, he was finally able - 


to buy McCall Pattern Company on a leveraged 
buyout of $22.5 million with only $1 million in 
equity. He sold it after three years with a 90-1 re- 
turn on his investment. That same year in 1987, he 
engineered the leveraged buyout of Beatrice Inter- 
national Foods, 64 companies in 31 countries, for 
almost $1 billion, with Michael Milken of Drexel 
Burnham Lambert as his investment banker. 


Reginald Lewis passed away in 1993, how 
did your life change? 
I was completely devastated. My two daughters 


-and I were drastically and fundamentally changed 


in that the “master of our universe” was taken from 
our lives after a short illness of brain cancer. Af- 
ter one year of mourning, and with TLC Beatrice 
International Holdings Inc. floundering and close 
to bankruptcy, I decided to take over the company 
rather than depend on somebody else to finish my 
husband’s work. With help from my select team, we

reduced expenses by laying off personnel in the N.Y. 
corporate office by 50%. We reduced expenses by 
75% and sold non-core businesses and paid down 
the LBO debt. The new business of Leader Price 
supermarket was growing by leaps and bounds in 
France. By 1998, we began to liquidate the company 
and pay off all debt. Piece by piece we sold off all the 
business in TLC Beatrice with a total return of $1 
billion gross. 


What did you do to carry on your husband’s 
legacy? 

While he was alive, my husband Reginald F. Lewis 
was writing his life story. I decided it must be fin- 
ished so I hired Blair Walker to finish writing his 
book, Why Should White Guys Have All the Fun?: 
How Reginald F. Lewis Created a Billion-Dollar 
Business Empire. It was a bestseller when it came 
out in 1995. He left instructions such that when his 
estate was settled, 10% should go to The Reginald F. 
Lewis Foundation. From the time of its founding to 
the present, the Reginald F. Lewis Foundation has 
donated nearly $35 million to educational institu- 
tions, museums and other charities—for instance, 
the Harvard Law School International Law Cen- 
ter, Maryland African American Museum of His- 
tory and Culture, Virginia State University School 
of Business, The Lewis College (Philippines) all of 
which had a building named after Reginald Lewis. 
In the end, Reginald F. Lewis’s legacy are his two 
daughters and his five grandchildren. But most of 
all, his legacy are the men and women he inspired 
to be the best version of themselves in the pursuit 
of their dreams, as Reginald F. Lewis would say, 
“Keep going, no matter what.”

Has Hamptons Feeling 
The Pulse

a ulie Dermer wasn’t planning on founding her 


own company, but when the coronavirus shut- 
down put her out of work as a SoulCycle instructor 
last year, the Long Island native launched an online 
workout regimen that has morphed into a fledgling 
fitness company she dubbed Pulse. 

The online classes using makeshift weights as 
exercise equipment were first intended just to help 
people who take her classes stay active and get a 
much-needed endorphins boost during the men- 
tally taxing time when COVID-19 upended countless 
lives on the East End and beyond. But Julie D, as 
her fans know her, soon found her following grew to 
the point she needed to incorporate her business—a 
rare example of a non-medical company born from 
the pandemic. - : 

“When the pandemic hit and SoulCycle closed, I 


within seconds sprang into action,” says Dermer, 


an Upper West Side resident who's been renting a 
home in East Hampton for the past year. “I felt like I 
needed to be there for my community. SoulCycle was 
a place we would run to whenever things went down 
in the world, good or bad. It was cathartic, it was a 
place to celebrate, and here we were all of a sudden 
being forced to stay home and not together.” 

Just like office workers turned to Zoom, the very 
next day the fitness pro found the best way to pivot 
to provide her services to her fanbase was virtually. 

“I did a quick workout with them just using whatev- 
er I had at home, including wine bottles for weights, 
a kitchen towel.... We laid down on yoga mats and 
did ab exercises,” she recalls, noting the class still 
had the same type of music, energy and coaching as 
usual. “To me it was a real eye opener that we were 
able to do this without a bike and without being side 
by side. After this class everybody just immediately 
messaged me, “We need to do this again.” 

And so they did, again and again. Over the next 
few months, the classes grew through word of mouth 
among her “Pulsers,” as she now calls them. 

“It gave people a way from their homes to feel con- 
nected, not alone, to feel normalcy” she says. “While 
it is a physical workout with all the benefits of it, 
more than that this was really a community that we 
were able to still feel connected to in a scary time. 
This local type of following started to grow as I got 
asked to do some Insta lives for different brands. I 
did one for J.McLaughlin, Terez, Saks 5th Avenue.” 

The local following grew into a national and global 
presence. She now has people “Pulsing” from Paris, 
London and beyond. By August, she launched a

membership program and filed paperwork to form a 
limited liability corporation. 

“It completely blew my mind,” Dermer says. “I 
launched it, and it’s now become a sustainable busi- 
ness that I think is going to continue on after things 
go back. We’re celebrating over a year now of Puls- 
ing” 

She credits her Pulsers with helping her make it 
happen. 

“I always said at SoulCycle, “You can always find 
anyone you need in the room—a doctor, a lawyer,” 
she says, recalling how professionals in her class 
brainstormed the name of the company, devised 
the logo and made T-shirts. “I’ve always gone to the 
community for whatever I needed.” 

She wasted no time returning the favor, raising 
thousands of dollars to help frontline workers com- 
batting the virus. 

Once restrictions began to ease, Dermer hosted a 
few live workouts outdoors in places ranging from 
Central Park to Wolffer Estate Vineyard in Sagapo- 


nack and some private classes in people’s backyards. 

“Tt was just surreal taking a virtual workout and 
taking it to real life. Usually it’s the opposite,” she 
says. “It’s nice to see real people right in front of 
you.” 

More live workout locations are in the works, 
proving silver linings are possible in a difficult year. 
Dermer, who just celebrated her 50th birthday, wel- 
comed the change it brought in her life. 

“T felt a little creatively stuck,” she says. “This re- 
ally stretched me. Every step of the way has been 
very organic without a real plan.... It’s just been one 
day to the next.” 

But no pain, no gain, as the saying in many gyms 
goes. 

“I feel like this year has been so enlightening,” she 
says. “Of course, it’s been tough as hell, but I feel 
stronger on the bike, I feel stronger in Pulse, and the 
two together really work.”

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CTREE on Track for 


Transformative 


Summer with Your Support

F ounded in 2009, the Center for Therapeutic Rid- 
ing of the East End (CTREE) has been utilizing 
horse riding lessons and equine assisted activities 
to improve the lives of people ages 3 into their 80s 
who live with emotional, cognitive and physical dis- 
abilities. As they ramp up for an incredible summer 
with new programs in a new location, they’re in need 
of the East End community’s support to maximize 
their transformative capabilities. 

CTREE was founded on the belief that meaning- 
ful interaction with horses provides humans with 
five vital therapeutic benefits—physical, sensorial, 
emotional, cognitive and social. “A horse’s gait at a 
walk provides input into a human vestibular system 
that simulates walking as if the human is walk- 
ing,” CTREE managing director Karen T. Bocksel 
explains. “People with MS (multiple sclerosis) or 
CP (cerebral palsy), people who are paraplegic and 
able to ride get the opportunity to ‘walk’ with a nice 
stride, since when they're walking, their gaits are 
compromised.... The input into the human is that 
they're walking, getting all of that exercise and all 
of those endorphins and good feelings, while they’re 
legs don’t need to be doing it. For a little child who 
might be hypotonic with very loose muscles, it pro- 
vides huge core strengthening! 

“That’s just the physical aspect of it,” she contin- 
ues. “For learning disabilities—kids with autism, 
kids with cognitive challenges— the horse becomes 
a partner. So their partner in their sport is their 


horse, who is totally accepting of whatever is hap- 
pening and whatever they’re working on. Horses 
don’t judge. They are able to use the motivation for 
the horse to get from point A to point B, to trot or to 
walk a circle, and it gets the kids in the moment and 
doing something that has instant gratification.” 

Last year, CTREE introduced Horses Heal which 
focuses on the improving the emotional wellbeing of 
frontline workers, healthcare workers and first re- 
sponders by giving them a quiet respite where they 
can watch, groom and confide in an equine friend. 
The program will return later this spring. 

“T’ve been doing this for 30 years, it’s been an in- 
dustry unto itself for over 50 years, and therapists 
back in Germany, where it first started, have been 
doing it with psychiatric patients for even longer 
than that. It’s amazing that the research part is so 
new, maybe 15 to 20 years old at the most,” Bocksel 
says. “We all knew it worked, but we had no proof. 
Now there is proof that it works for all of these ar- 
eas!” 

During the pandemic, CTREE were able to secure 
a PPP (Paycheck Protection Program) loan to keep 
their staff employed, actively caring for the horses 
and engaged in numerous educational Zoom meet- 
ings. “The time was spent very wisely; none of us 
were bored,” Bocksel notes, adding that, with the 
help of some very creative volunteers, CTREE also 
sent photos of the horses and letters “written by” the 
horses to each of the program’s young riders. 

In summer 2020, CTREE moved from its long- 
term home at Wolffer Estate Vineyard to Twin Oaks 


Farm, also in Sagaponack. The move has allowed 
CTREE, the only tenant of the farm, to expand its 
schedule beyond what was previously possible at its 
prior shared space. 

“Being at the new center, we're able to now offer 
daytime lessons for people. When we were at Wolffer, 
we were only able to do evenings when Wolffer was 
closed,” Bocksel says. “Once we get through COVID, 
are able to get back up to our old capacity and have 
more of a system, we will be adding a camp for chil- 
dren.” 

The weeklong camps are expected to take place 
four mornings out of the week with lessons in rid- 
ing, horsemanship and equine care taught under 
the guidance of a therapeutic riding instructor and 
counselor. The inclusionary, camps will allow the 
family members of riders with special needs to join, 
as well, and will likely be limited to four riders, each 
paired with a volunteer. There will also be an option- 
al Friday morning class that serves as an introduc- 
tion to horse camp. 

“T did [an inclusionary camp] when I worked 
in New Jersey, and it was wonderfully successful 
because a lot of regular camps don’t take children 
with special needs, and special needs camps don’t 


_ take children with no special needs,” Bocksel says. 


“This camp will be a nice segway into seeing how 
it goes, and we'll see down the road if we can offer 
some more things during the school year for sib- 
lings.” 

With so many new and returning programs in 
the coming months, CTREE is asking for the com- 
munity’s support in three ways—donations, volun- 
teers and horses. In addition to the donation page on 
the CTREE website (ctreeny.org/donate), charitable 
souls can make donations at the upcoming open 
house on May 21 or at the special fundraiser on June 
4. 
Volunteers ages 14 and up are needed for upcom- 
ing camps, programs and events, and junior vol- 
unteers are required for the camps, as well. Those 
who wish to lead the horses, must have prior equine 
experience, but side-walkers, barn helpers and other 
volunteers will receive training, making this an ex- 
cellent way to earn community service. 

With Twin Oaks Farm offering the stable space for 
up to six horses, CTREE is on the lookout for three 
free-lease horses—teenaged or older, no larger than 
16 hands and with great personalities—who will re- 
turn to their owners upon retirement. ” It’s very hard 
to retire horses in this area, so we prefer not to have 
to do that ourselves,” Bocksel explains. “Due to CO- 
VID, there seems to be an incredible shortage of peo- 
ple donating horses to therapeutic riding programs. 
In this whole Northeast area, there is a shortage of 
that, so a lot of the programs are having the same 
problem we're having with getting more horses.”

Pet Adoption Boom 
on East End

f you love animals, you know the joy and compan- 

ionship a pet can bring. Enter COVID-19, and it’s 
no wonder the demand for adoptions and fosters has 
skyrocketed. 

“We do about 200 dog adoptions a year. Last 
year we did almost 400, so in 2020 we doubled our 
number of adoptions,” says Michelle Montak, founder 
and director of Gimme Shelter Animal Rescue, a non- 
profit, foster-based dog rescue foundation operating 
out of Sagaponack. “During COVID, I think people 
realized the value and. compassion of having the love 
of an animal. It was a big draw in 2020, people were 
looking for something to comfort them, and dogs offer 
unconditional love.” 

According to Montak, Gimme Shelter has saved 


3,000 dogs in the last 10 years. It does not have a phys- 


ical facility or shelter. Most of the rescues come from 
the South, and the mission is to rescue animals des- 
tined for euthanasia in high kill facilities, to address 
them medically and then to transport them to their 
foster network on the East End, before being adopted. 

One of those rescue dogs in 2020 found its forever 
home with actress and Montauk resident Julianne 
Moore, and her husband Bart Freundlich. 

“We were so ready to adopt another dog and really 
wanted a rescue (our lab mix Cherry passed away two 
years ago),” says Moore. “Gimme Shelter is very thor- 
ough in their vetting process and careful about placing 
their dogs. When we heard there was a lab mix puppy 
named Cherry being fostered about 15 minutes from 
where we live (in Montauk), of course we felt like it was 
a sign! When we went to meet her, it was about an hour 
after Biden was declared the winner of the election. It 
was a very happy day moment when we met our gor- 
geous new puppy—and we renamed her Hope.” 

Animal shelters on the East End have been work- 
ing hard this year to keep up with the (continued) 
demand, while pivoting and adjusting to new and 
stringent regulations, and the realities of operating 
as an essential service during a pandemic. 

“For each new animal posted for adoption (in the 
past year) we were flooded with applications,” says 
Jamie Berger, director of marketing and communi- 
cations at the Animal Rescue Fund of the Hamptons 
(ARF). “There was way more demand for animals 
than we had. So we did not see an increase in adop- 
tions because of supply. Our rescue transports were

an issue, with crossing state lines and the quarantin- 
ing. But the silver lining in this is that because our 
inventory was low about io of our long-term resi- 
dents got adopted or fostered—many of which were 
overlooked for longer than we had hoped.” 

At Bideawee’s Westhampton location, where there

is a shelter, an animal hospital and a pet memorial 
park, “demand for adoptable animals rose exponen- 
tially during the pandemic,” says Leslie Granger, 
CAWA and Bideawee President/CEO. “The demand 
to adopt is still so high—I haven't seen it drop yet.” 

According to Granger, since March of last year, 
Bideawee did 317 adoptions in Westhampton, and 
between 1,600 and 1,700 over all three locations in 
Manhattan, Wantagh and Westhampton. 

“Our ability to keep up with demand was ham- 
pered by safety protocols to keep all staff, volunteers 
and adopters safe—plus transport inconsistency, 
less animals being surrendered, adoptions by ap- 
pointment all led to fewer adoptions,” adds Granger. 
“But we are now seeing that start to increase and 
expect it to continue back up to pre-pandemic levels, 
hopefully by the fall.“ 

What are the chances now of adopting a dog or cat 
from a shelter or rescue out East? Better than last year 
at this time. 

“People are still trying to adopt—which is fabu- 
lous—we can’t seem to keep up with the demand,” 
says Berger. “Right now our inventory is on the lower 
side, 50-75 animals in the building, not all available 
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for adoption just yet.” 

But spring is here, and with it, the 
impending kitten explosion. 

‘ “As far as ferals go on the East End, 
ARF’s Operation Cat Program is up and 
running,” says Berger. “We were shut 
down for a bit at the height of the pan- 
demic but we are now back on a limited 
capacity.... We do need foster volun- 
teers out in the community to help 
spot feral kittens in colonies, 
and if they get spayed and 
neutered early, that’s how 
they get adopted.” 

“Foster has been 
our saving grace,” says 
Granger. “More than. 
700 people applied to 
be foster families at Bide- 
wee in the first week of the 
pandemic.” 

Gimme Shelter saw “about double 
the amount of fosters this year,” adds 
Montak. 

In Hampton Bays at Southampton 
Animal Shelter Foundation (SASF), 
which serves animals in need includ- 
ing, dogs, cats, rabbits, birds, guinea 
pigs and “lots of roosters and chickens 
who stray,” there are about 48 dogs for 
adoption—everything from 9-month- 
old black lab puppies to senior dogs, 
notes Kate McEntee, director of pet 
adoptions. 

“The number of cats is “in the 80s— 
that goes up to about 100 in kitten sea- 
son, as we are about to get slammed 
with kittens.” 

CNN anchor Don Lemon and his fi- 
ancé Tim Malone adopted their three 
rescue dogs from SASF. 

“We love them so much,” says Lem- 
on. “These dogs are our lives,” adds 
Malone, “and without them (SASF) we 
wouldn’t have them.” 

McEntee says Lemon and Malone 
are “great adopters,” but she worries 
about others, and “what will happen 
when everyone goes back to work.” 

It’s a concern echoed by many local 
shelters. 

“People are home now, with time on 
their hands, but I hope if people start 
going back to work, that the animals 
don’t go through separation anxi- 
ety,” says Gabby Stroup, manager of 
North Fork Animal Welfare League 
(NFAWL) which helps “dogs, cats and 
the occasional pig” and has a contract 
to conduct animal control with the 
town of Southold. “My hope is they are 
invested in these dogs and they won’t 
want to return them.” 

Is there evidence of the trend that 
after the summer, people give up their 
pets? 

“I haven’t seen that,” says Jamie 
Berger from ARF, who is quick to point 
out that “ARF’s grassroots effort began 
in 1974 because when Labor Day rolled

around, the animals were left behind.” 
Today, Berger’s “biggest concern is as 
things get back to normal, will we see 
some of these pets coming back because 
people might not have time for them.” 

“It happens, that a match is returned, 
but not often,” says Stroup. “I'd say by 
the end of April last year at NFAWL 
we were probably empty with no dogs 
left.” Today Stroup says they have 59 
cats and about 38 dogs. “A lot of those 
are in foster and not that many at the 
shelter right now,” she notes. 

So what makes the best matchup of 


adopter or foster and animal? “It de- 
pends on what you are looking for in a 
pet,” says Stroup. “Do you want a dog 
to ride in the car or go jogging with 
you? Then you need a more energetic 
dog. Snuggling on the couch? Obvi- 
ously a more mellow dog.” 

“Everyone wants the puppy and the 
kitten, but once you start talking about 
that with the potential adopter—is 
there enough time? What’s their sched- 
ule?” says Berger. 

“Consider your lifestyle,” Granger 
adds. “People will say, ‘I have a small 


apartment, I want a small dog,’ but 
that small dog may have more energy 
then you are willing to put up with.... 
We work really hard to make the right 
match.” 

In a time of uncertainty, isolation 
and loneliness, you might say the shel- 
ters and rescues have literally come to 
the rescue. 

“An animal’s love brings a lot into 
our lives,” says Montak. “People have 
discovered how beautiful a relation- 
ship can be with a dog. They are amaz- 
ing, magical creatures.”

on Important 
Health Tips 
for Your Pet

laces the pandemic, many pets were adopted 
or purchased. East End and New York 
veterinarian Dr. Cindy Bressler talks about the 
important things new pet owners should look for, 
the importance of exercise for your pup or cat and 
more. 


What are some health issues new pet own- 
ers should look for? 

New owners should look for signs of contagious 
diseases like sneezing, coughing, nasal or ocular 
discharge, weakness, vomiting, diarrhea or poor 
appetite. They should also look for skin disease or 
anything that looks abnormal on their pets’ skin 
(redness, hair loss, scaliness, fleas, pimples). 

Puppies and kittens commonly get upper respira- 
tory diseases, upper respiratory infections, kennel 
cough, conjunctivitis or pneumonia. 

They can/also be infected with parasites such as 
roundworms, hookworms, giardia, coccidia or gas- 
trointestinal viruses causing vomiting, diarrhea or 
inappetence. 

Common skin diseases include external parasites 
fleas or mites (mange), fungal infections such as 
ringworm or just generalized pyoderma or bacterial 
skin disease. 

They should also be aware of congenital problems 
such as umbilical hernias, cleft palates as well as 
signs of hypoglycemia which may manifest as weak- 
ness or lethargy and may represent an underlying 
liver shunt common in small breeds. 


Talk about the difference between adop- 
tion and buying and if any different health 
issues come up. 

It is always better to adopt a pet from a shelter 
than to buy a breed. There are many animals who 
need homes at shelters. There are also many more 
puppies and kittens in shelters that were purchased 
during the pandemic and surrendered when fami- 
lies could not take care of them. Please consult local 
shelters and rescue groups to see if they have avail- 
able pets. 

There are common breed related issues that 
should be researched when adopting or purchasing 
a new pet. Remember to research both breeds if you

are interested in a mixed breed such as a golden- 
doodle or bernadoodle. Look up golden retriever 
and poodle or Bernese mountain dogs and poodle. 


How do you guide people when they are 
faced with a difficult decision about their 
ailing animals? 

As pet parents, we are responsible for our dogs’ 
comfort and quality of life. We are the ones who 
need to make sure that they are not in pain or suf- 
fering. When a pet is sick, as veterinarians we try to 
do whatever we can to help or save an animal with- 
out causing them any harm. If we have tried every- 
thing but can no longer help them and we feel that 
they are not comfortable or happy, we, together with 
our clients, try to make the best decisions for our 
pets. : 


Are there any new veterinary procedures 
or services pet owners should know about? 

Wellness is very important for pets. We are now 
providing our animals with nutrition consults, acu- 
puncture, massage, physical therapy and things to 
help them emotionally. For example, many people 
pet their dogs but never massage them. It is very im- 
portant for dogs to have this therapy which will help 
with their emotional wellbeing and also physical 
problems such as arthritis or hip/back pain where 


the muscles are always stiff. Please remember that 
touch is essential to our bond with our animals. We 
spend hours on our phones all day and then we come 
home at night and watch TV or Netflix or go out. 

Our pets only have us for company, activity, enter- 
tainment, play, exercise and closeness. Remember 
to give them attention and to put the phone down 
daily for a while to be with them. 


Talk about tick safety and how to protect 
animals from them in the warmer months. 

Ticks can cause many diseases. Please talk to your 
veterinarian about monthly tick prevention. Please 
also discuss tick control with one of the many pest 
control companies that we have out east. Also have 
your pets groomed frequently or bathe them your- 
self to check for ticks on their bodies. 

This is very important especially if you sleep with 
your pets. Ticks can fall off into the bed and bite you 
or your family members. Tick disease may follow 
causing many problems for the affected individual. 
Tick control is essential to help protect our pets and 
ourselves. 


Dr. Bressler will also be starting Hamptons 
Veterinary Specialists next month, which will 
bring specialists to the Hamptons.

Three Generations of Family Fencing

ow in their 48th year, Craftsman 

Fence Corp. is a longstanding 
family business with a loyal clientele 
all across Long Island. Here, third 
generation owner Rudy Pinka Jr. 
shares some advice for starting your 
next fencing or gate automation proj- 
ect, the best fence for privacy and 
luxury and more. 


Which of your services are 
most popular or most requested 
this time of year? 

Obviously, our residential fences, 
our custom automated access estate 
gates and our driveway/asphalt ser- 
vice—those are the busiest in the 
spring. 


When is the best season to be- 
gin the process of putting in a 
new fence? 

There really is no season anymore. 
We work year-round, 12 months 
out of the year. Barring a dramatic 
freeze, which we really don’t get any- 
more, we work year-round, so I’m not 
going to say there’s a better time than 
another. Typically, spring wakes ev- 
erybody up to start their projects, but 
if somebody were to ask when should 
they start, it really doesn’t matter 
anymore. If we were further north, 
it would obviously be prior to De- 
cember, but on Long Island it doesn’t 
matter. 


What are the latest trends 
you’re seeing in East End 
fencing? 

On the East End, obviously deér 
fences. The deer population, just 
doubles and doubles. And it’s also 
very very busy right now with auto- 
mated gates. 


If a homeowner already has 
a fence or privet installed, how 
difficult is it to add an automat- 
ed gate? 

If approached properly, it can be 
a very simple process. It’s definitely 
something we do all the time, as 
well as adding automation to exist- 
ing gates. The other thing that’s very

popular right now is updating exist- 


ing automation to today’s technology, 
because technology seems to be ad- 
vancing so quickly that every year we 
get an updated version of automated 
access. Something that was installed 
10 years ago is antiquated already. 
And the people who have the money 
to spend, want to stay updated. That 


service is very busy right now because 


we have telephone entry systems that 
don’t need to be wired anymore, so 
it’s less problematic. 

Years ago, we were wiring all of our 
telephone entry systems to the house 
via telephone wire in the ground. And 
then a landscaper comes to plant a 
bush and breaks the wire. Now, 90% 
of what we do runs ona SIM card and 
cellular telephone, so there’s no more 
wire under the house. We do a lot 
of solar now, as well, so there’s defi- 
nitely a lot of interesting stuff with 
automation. 


What types of fencing do you 
recommend to clients looking 


for a good balance between pri- 
vacy and luxury? 

I'll be honest, and it probably 
sounds terrible to say, but it really 
does depend on your geographical lo- 
cation. If we’re talking out east, where 
money is a little less of a problem, a 
custom cedar fence always tends to 
stand out more than another. Custom 
cedar or a mahogany fence is always 
going to be, to me, the top-of-the-line 
fence. That’s your basic privacy plus 
your luxury at the same time. 


Tell me about your other ser- 
vices—railings, decks, sheds, 
land clearing and anything else 
that’s commonly requested this 
time of year. 

Right now, we’re getting a ton of re- 
quests for sheds, and that’s even be- 
coming a little more popular on the 
East End, where that wasn’t the case 
years ago. But even now, with people 
moving out because of COVID, they 
tend to find themselves with more 
year-round objects—bicycles, Christ- 


mas lights and decorations, whatever 
it may be—and they’re looking for 
additional storage. Sheds are very 
popular. 

And then, obviously, people who 
are living on a piece of property 
that’s larger than they’re using, now 
they want to clear some more of their 
property and fence it in, so that’s very 
popular in the spring. To be honest, 
the way things are going right now 
(knock on wood) everything’s good. 


Is there anything else you'd 
like to share with our readers? 

We actually work very well with 
architects. Some companies I know 
prefer not to, because it can be a lot of 
work working with architects—they 
could call every day with a different 
idea until they finally get what they 
want. But we welcome architects to 
call the company, and we will work 
with them!

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Riverhead Town Supervisor Yvette Aguiar

S upervisor Yvette Aguiar is more 
than just a public servant, but an 
American hero, and this week’s East 
End Power Broker. 

Aguiar was elected to the position of 
supervisor in 2019—her first election 
for public office. Her qualifications 
are many and varied, whether it is her 
Doctorate in Business Administration 
or two decades as a Sergeant with the 
New York City Police Department’s 
Counter Terrorism Division. She is 
also a professor with the American 
Military University, where she teaches 
graduate-level courses in management 
and security. 

In shaping Supervisor Aguiar’s 
views on public service, she recalls the 
traumatic experience of September 
11, 2001. The Riverhead Supervisor 
was then a plain-clothes officer in the 
NYPD. Aguiar was directly across the 
street from the Towers at the time of 
impact. She would spend the next 14 
months at Ground Zero and at the 
New York City morgue, assisting in 
recovery efforts. 

“Having the credentials, knowledge 
and experience following 9/11, I want- 
ed to continue to work with my experi- 
ence,” she says. “Unfortunately, Sep- 
tember 11, 2001—the largest terrorist 
attack in American history—began a 
terrorism war. Today, we are seeing a 
health war. To see both of these events, 
from different perspectives, has been 
tremendously challenging...and it has 
been tremendously helpful for me with 
the coronavirus, having experience 
following the attacks.” 

The Aguiar family began residing 
in Hampton Bays in 1999 and moved 
to Riverhead in 2012, she and her 
husband Paul Carr designed and built 
their dream retirement home. Imme- 
diately upon arrival in Riverhead, she 
became known around town as a local 
“rising star,” and someone with a vast 
array of interests that made her quali- 
fied in local affairs. 

In 2019, she took all of her experi- 
ence, made a palm card and sought 
the position of Chief Executive of the 
Town of Riverhead when she became 
the first Latina in Suffolk County to 
hold the esteemed position of Town 
Supervisor. 

Riverhead encompasses nine ham- 
lets on the North Fork beginning at the 
mouth of Peconic River. Within the

town are countless tourist attractions 
ranging from wine country to Grang- 
abel Park, with rapidly growing popu- 
lation size. Aguiar, who some have 
called a political newcomer, realized 
that this role would be no small feat. 
After winning the election, Aguiar 
took over the reins as supervisor with 
large plans to increase code enforce- 
ment, revitalize Riverhead downtown, 
maintain the agricultural heritage of 
the town and preserve farmland, and a 
handful of law enforcement and emer- 
gency service issues such as ensuring 


that the town’s ambulance communi- _ 


cation system was properly funded. 

A stark contrast, Aguiar says, from 
the previous administration. . 

“With certain restrictions due to 
COVID-19, we have not been able to 
address the evictions to the extent to 
which the Town of Riverhead is satis- 
fied,” she says. “However, we also have 
a tremendous list of accomplishments, 
of which I am proud of—not the least of 
which is opening up Main Street to the 
waterfront, with the purchase of three 
buildings, which will soon become a 
Town Square. With intergovernmen- 
tal cooperation between Congressman 
Lee Zeldin and the county executive, 
we are getting this done as part of a 


beautification and economic develop- 
ment effort. 

“We are also in the process of re- 
vitalizing our transit area, which has 
been a longtime blight on our com- 
munity,” she continues. “With a lot of 
interest from developers, this project 
is moving forward rapidly.” 

Aguiar gets her sense of service 
from her commitment to the people, 
often saying in public settings that 
“you serve your people best when you 
serve them first.” This has, in many 
ways, become a mantra of her admin- 


istration, which, she says, has allowed ~ 


her to utilize her skills and knowledge 
in private and public life to better the 
lives of Riverhead residents. 

Though, in her second year, she has 
another serious campaign ahead. 

Serving in office has taught her to 
apply the skills of teamwork, collabo- 
ration, critical thinking and problem 
solving. Aguiar says one of the most 
blatant times that these characteris- 
tics were put to test was first through 
the 9/11 terrorist attacks and now, 
the COVID-19 pandemic, both which 
share many emergency management 
similarities. 

Throughout her first term, she has 
become one of the most outspoken, 


active and high-profile officials on the 
East End, most notably when it comes 
to revitalization. The Aguiar adminis- 
tration has sought a Master Developer 
to help the town chart its path forward 
with responsible development that 
poises the town for sustainability and 
future success. 

She has also, though, been tireless 
in advocating for the residents of Riv- 
erhead with regard to vaccine fairness" 
during the pandemic. In March, she 
was able to secure over 300 vaccina- 
tions for the vulnerable senior popula- 
tion and seeks to do more. 

Aguiar is engaged in her commu- 
nity and is a member of the Riverhead 
Lions, Elks and Moose clubs. She is 
also a puppy raiser for the Guide Dog 
Foundation for the blind and is cur- 
rently raising a black lab she named 
River. 

As much as Aguiar is a history mak- 
er, she is a public servant who cares 
deeply about our East End communi- 
ties and those within the Town of Riv- 
erhead. She is a power player, a power 
broker and someone who seeks two 
more years of leadership to further 
her mission of a better Riverhead for 
all and to complete many of the efforts 
she initiated in her first term.
